The EPYC (Employment 

Planning Youth Counselling) 
centres in Norwood and Cam 
bellford are looking for people 
who want to take advantage of 
the foleeas of skills develop- 
ment’s FUTURES program. 
/ Carolyn Russelle, St sie 
ment officer at the EPYC 
centre office in the Norwood 
Town Hall, said that since last 
March (the office was origingy: 
ly at Norwood High Schoo and 
moved to the hall last 
summer) the centre has helped 
at least 50 people. 

EPYC centre clients, she 
said, find is useful and the 
success rates have been good. 

She has been with the 
Norwood office since Novem- 
ber and says the response has 
been positive from both clients 
and local business people who 
also take advantage of the 
FUTURES side of the centre. 

They like the program, she 


said. 
- The EPYC centre offers 
employment and_ career 
counselling for out-of-work and 
out-of-school youth under the 
age of 25. The centre is 
designed to help young people 
develop skills necessary to 
select, find and hold a perma- 
nent job. f 

It is a non-profit, 
community-based, cee that 
young people and employers, 
alike, can use free of charge. It 
receives its funding from the 
Ontario ministry of skills 
development. 


Carolyn explained that when 
a young person visits the 
centre tries to assess what 


type of upgrading work needs 
ty be hace to help them find a 
job placement in an area of 


interest. : 
Along with the ‘interest 
help determine 


hidden talents, the 
things like job 
searches, 


for interviews and 
pet acing covering - letters, 


Some people, Carolyn said, 
lack the skills needed to -help 
them keep jobs. 

Local young people also have 
complete access to the Peter- 
borough EPYC_ centre's 
resource library which is 
located at 610 Parkhill Rd. 
They can use literature on 
career choices, careers of the 
future, salaries and careers 
and educational requirements. 

A lot of the young people are 
involved in upgrading their 
high school credits. And many 
go on to college, she said. 

Most of the counsellingt in 
Norwood, she said, is done on a 
one-to-one basis with the work- 
shops shtiebon ris between two 
and five people. She added that 
they have a full range of the 16 
to 25-year-old clients. 

It is something they can keep 
and use in the future, Carolyn 
said. 

The EPYC centre also admi- 
nisters the ministry's 
FUTURES program. 

The program will pay a 
client $4.75 per hour (maxi- 
mum 44 hours) while they are 
being trained in a carer 0 their 
choice. This will last up to 16 
weeks or 52 weeks if the young 
person is upgrading towards a

FUTURES a client must have

Family Violence is a very 
complex issue. No situation is 
ever quite the same. Most 
women do not like to talk about 
their situation and are reluc- 
tant to seek help unless they 
perceive themselves and/or 
their children to be in real 
danger. A few women have 
shared their stories. They 
describe the effects of batter- 
ing on themselves and their 
children. They describe what it 
feels like to be degraded, to 
lose hope and to fear the 
future. 

HERE ARE SOME OF THEIR 
COMMENTS: 

- One woman on what wife 
battering meant to her: 

“I was hit plenty 2 my 
husband over the years. I had a 
couple of concussions, broken 
ribs, and I’m still deaf in one 
ear from him always hitting on 
that side of my head. But you 
can’t understand what I went 
through if you only talk about 
the beatings, hitting, punching, 
kicking, these ga urt your 
body, and they leave some 
scars, but mostly your body 
heals. What hurts me even 
more now is that, with my 
husband, I never had a chance 
to dé anything with my life.

Toronto — Business and 
public facilities across the 
province may soon lose their 
ability to t unacceptabled 
behaviour on their premises, 
says Norman Sterling, MPP 
for Carleton and essive 
Conservative Critic for the 
Ministry of the Attorney 
General. 

Sterling says a new govern- 
ment bill, Bill 149, amends the 
Trespass Act by restricting a 
va gated owner’s right to evict, 
and gives new rights to g 
derelicts, and trouble-makers. 

The Conservative MPP has 
launched ‘a_province-wide 
campaign against the bill 
providing some 10,000 busines- 
ses and public facilities in 
Ontario with information and a 
survey on the bill. 

‘Under our present law, the 
owner has the right to control 
access to his or her premises in 
return for accepting the 
responsibility of ensuring publ- 
ic safety. Under Bill 149, the 
discretionary power to ask 
someone to leave is greatly 


reduced,’’says Sterling. 

Bill 149 forces an owner | 
post ‘‘reasonable’’rules 
conduct for the lage If 
indivdual violates one of tt 
rules, the owner must g1\ 
notice of the rule breached ar 
inform the individual of his « 
her defense under the bill. TI 
written notice can be effecti' 
for 30 days. 

But the individual in que 
tion may object to the notic 
insisting that the rules we: 
not broken: The individual c: 
then remain on the premis 
until the matter is resolved

CIDC answers 


your questions

We all have an interest in 
deposit insurance: That’s the 
conclusion the Canada Deposit 
Insurance Corporation (CDIC) 
has reached since the launch of 
its national awareness 


- campaign in January. 


“Since the campaign started 


‘three months ago, the CDIC's 


toll-free number has been 
getting a steady stream of 
calls from across Canada,”’. 
says Denis Racine, Director of 
Public Relations for the 
Ottawa-based federal Crown 
Corporation. “‘At the height of 
the advertising campaign, our 
information officers were 
answering a thousand calls a 


day. 
What kinds of questions are - 


we asking? : 

“The most frequently asked 
queens are about which 

eposits are insured by CDIC, 
which are not, and particularly 
about registered retirement 
savings plans and joint 
accounts,”’ says Racine. 
_CDIC insures savings and 
chequing accounts, term depo- 
sits, guaranteed investment 
certificates, debentures (other 
than a bank debenture), 
drafts, certified drafts or 
cheques, traveller's, cheques 
issued by members and money 
orders. To, be insurable, a 
deposit must be payable in 
Canada, in Canadian currency 
and must be repayable on or 
before the expiration of five 
years. 

The maximum insurance 
provided by CDIC is $60,000 per 

rson in each member institu- 
tion explains Racine. Members 
include banks, trust companies 
and loan companies. At 
present, there are 121 federally 
regulated institutions (65 char- 
tered banks and-56 trust and 
loan companies) and 36 provin- 
cially regulated trust and loan

Club. The course is located on 
Highway 30, ten miles north of 
the 401, or from Campbellford, 
five miles south, on 117 acres of 
rolling hills with many natural 
hazards, water and sand traps. 
In 1964, the original course 
consisted of nine holes. When 
Greg took over the club in 1981, 
he ilt the attractive club 
house and in the fall of 1983, the 
course was made into 18 holes. 
Twelve thousand feet of tile 
drainage was put in, which has 
proved to be most beneficial. 
“Il am very pleased with it,” 
said Greg, “‘we can open 
earlier and it drains so 
quickly.” 
“We have one large putting 
green, a driving range, and a 
nursery green for any. 
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emergencies, Greg said. ‘We 
have just completed a new 
number 15 green, which was 
open for play last weekend.” 

Doug Robertson, Profession- 
al, conducted a tour of the 
course and explained the main- 
tenance of the grounds which 
are handled by a staff of five.

sparrow, which may carry 
viral diseases to feeding 
stations and infect other birds. 

In 1890, after five failures 
with other european species, 
he introduced the European 
starling, which soon became 
such a pest that the mayor of 
one city offered free ammuni- 
tion to shoot the roosting star- 
lings from the trees. 

Both the English sparrow 
and the starling prefer well- 
groomed, open terrain; and 
may be seen on golf greens, in 
cemeteries, parks and your 
own lawn. To discourage them, 
let your property be thickly 
planted and slightly 
overgrown. 

Fifty per cent of all homeow- 
pers feed birds, but only two 
per cent consciously try to 
attract them by plantin 
shrubs and trees with whic 
the birds are familiar in the 
wild. 

The cost of having your 
property planted by yoni fy 
ers is high, so do it yourself, 
but not all at once. Work with 
the existing terrain. As you 
add new trees and bushes, 
you'll begin to see species of 
birds you've ever noticed 
before. 


If you have a low, wet area, 
ut in plants and bushes for 
irds that prefer that site - eg. 

the fee winged blackbird. The 
more variety in your plants, 
the more diversity in the bird 
ation. Native plants are 
t, since birds are attracted 

to what is familiar. 

To begin, make sketches and 
plan. to visualize your 
poe 10-20 years later. 

ake two grids: no. 1 of your 

property with existing plants; 
no. 2 of your property with 
what you'd like to have. 
- You'll probably need 18-20 
species of plants. Consider 
those with. food value, but 
which are also visually attrac- 
tive. Plan to use evergreens, 
deciduous trees, wild and 
small fruit trees, bushes that 
produce berries, vines, etc. 


the Seasons: ; 

Win is a tough time for 
birds. They must seek sources 
other than insects for protein. 
Many depend on seeds for fat. 
Evergreens are asa 
food source (cones) and also as 
shelter. Many “feeders 
buntings and white-crowned 
look for seeds on dead 

ants, so leaving the skeletons 
of amaranthus, cosmos, 


provide food for 
migrants. 

In spring, as the snow melts, 
fallen seeds and fruits are 
revealed and insects hatch, 
providing food. 

As the deciduous trees leaf 
out, cover and nesting sites are 
available. At this season, 
many warblers migrating to 
northern woods, may decide to 
spend some time at your site. 

Summer is a prosperous 
time for birds. Food and shel- 
ter are abundant. To provide 
nesting sites, plant trees with 
thorns, horizontal branches 
and thick foliage. 

In autumn, food and cover 
begin to decline, shorter days 
and colder nights trigger 
migration for many species. 


estions for Plantings:

- any planting scheme because 


they provide year-round cover. 
On’a lot of 1/5 acres, you will 
need about 200 woody plants.’ 
The larger trees, evergreens 
and deciduous, should be clus- 
tered at the back and corners, 
with smaller food plants near- 
by, so that feeding birds can 
quickly find shelter if 
attacked.

Vines such as grape, myrtle, 
cottonaster, wild ,raspberry 
give ground cover for low 
eeding birds. Virginia creep- 
is not 
recommended, since it is inva- 
sive and the fruits are poison- 
ous for humans. 

Perennials and annuals in 
vane flowerbeds (unless 

ybrids) will provide seeds in 
fall and winter for goldfinches, 
snow buntings, etc. 

In all your planning, stress 
diversity, making full use of 
native plants. Your reward 
will be the wide variety of 
birds you attract.

b) By 1957 the Commission 
believed that economic condi- 
tions were such that, once 
again the Plan should be 
revised upward if a reasonable 
income were to be maintained 
for its retiring employees. 

c) In 1948 the Commission

materials. * 

|-also hear a lot about recy- 
cling plastics and other mater- 
ials. Comman sense says that 
not all materials are recycl- 
able. Tell me where in the 
waste stream you put a loaded 
disposable diaper, paper 
plates, napkins, and various 
sundry items along these lines 
which certainly aren't going to 
be recycled. 


For those who may not be 
aware, there is a system avail- 
able to erect a separation unit 
in conjunction with an inciner- 
ation unit that is fundable, 
albeit partialy, through the 
Ministry of the Environment 
and a subsequent subsidy from 
the Ministry of Energy that 
would provide for a broad 
processing base. If the volume 
is sufficient the compostable 
items can be utilized instead of 
incinerated, usable paper 
products removed as well. 

The other day as I came 
down Highway 2 from Toronto 
I watched a young fellow 
carryig out the garbage. As | 
drove slowly by I attempted to 
look into the blue box, I could 
not see the material contained 
therein over the rim. Beside 
the box, presiding in_ their 
superior volume and flouting 
their disdain were two large 
green garbage bags certainly 
not lacking for material to 
round out their sides. Infact 
they looked much rounder and 
well stuffed than some of the 
snowmen I have built when 
there. was an abundance of 
packy snow. 

To go back to the diaper, do 
you compost it or do you 
recycle it? Furthermore | 
can't imagine our ladies going 
back enmass to the only truly 
disposable, the cloth diaper. 

It would, in my mind, be 

better to have-one site for all 
purpose than several units 
scattered around the country, 
furthermore one such unit can 
protect a much larger geor- 
graphic area of our water 
supply. 
A possibility would be for 
parts of Northumberland 
County, Prince Edward and 
Hastings to apply together. [. 
feel the ministries certainly 
would look more favourably on 
a proposal of this size, than 
several small ones that collec- 
tively are a greater risk and a 
cost factor. 

It’s a big problem and 
demands an open-minded 
perusal of all the factors 
involved.

Not only’ is. methane gas 
(created by rotting garbage) 
an epee danger to human 
health but it assists in destroy- 
ing certain necessary compo- 
nents in the atmosphere. What 
will the cost be to us to pay for 
this problem? 

‘These concerns are then 
justifiably legitmate. Let's 
face it, we produce the 
garbage, we have to look after 
it and be responsible for the 
repurcussions of our actions. 
In my mind, the four R's is the 
best solution at present, reduc- 
ing excess packaging. superfl- 
ous materials that only over- 
load the system. 

Recycle to the utmost even it 
this means subsidization by the 
government to create facilities 
to handle the sudden influx 
Composing as many as mater- 
ials that we do not normally 
think of as being biodegrad- 
able may go into composting 

Reuse. How many liquor 
bottles are discarded in the 
course of a year? Ah, but you 
say, they would go in the glass 
recycling and my answer to is 
Why go to the expense? Would 
it not be better to save that cost 
and reuse them in their present 
form. I leave it to your imagi- 
nation to come up with others. 

Recover. Now this is an item 
werhe I start to get flack, 
mainly because many people 
have been convinced that 
incineration is any unholy 
word ranking among the lower 
class of swearwords and like 
strychinine, should not be 
taken. 

I challenge these person to 
realistically and without bias 
to investigate incineration 
facilities where thye have been 
installed under proper modern 
controls tro show me where 
they are not environmentally 


safe. 

If a malfunction does occur it 
can be shut down and 
corrected. Tell me, how you 
are going to shut down the 
leachate from Quinte Landfill 
and the methane gas from 
Trenton and keep in mind that 
Trenton is also producing 


$1,000 . 
Jackpot 
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leachate and:will, in my mind, 
enevutally wind up in the Bay 
of Quinte for the remedial 
action committee to monitor 
and find a solution for. 

There is a plant available 
taht can handle that sorting 
recyclables, sald pr mater- 
ials and dispose of the balance 
through incineration providing 
usable energy eith for electric 
power or plant use. The cost. 
may be a bit much at first 
pence, but if one adds up what 

ave already spent and the 
liabilities still looking at us in 
tghe futre then this cost will be 
minimal in comparison. Plus 
we get paid for the energy 
produced. 


In addition, this one unit 
would have the potential to 
take care of the garbage from 
all of south Hastings, Prince 
Edward ‘and a large portion of 
Northumberland, thus protect- 
ing a geographical area of our 
water supply that would 
amount to virtual salvation for 
future generations. 


Through this process of 
reductions to landfill sites 
would not only be by weight but 
by something really realistic-- 
volumne. Even with complete 
incineration of all garbage, the 
reduction is projected at ninety 
per cent of the total amount. 
Modern technology — has 
produced an incineration that 
will take away the acid rain 
content as well as the much 
publicized dioxin and furan 
content to well within govern- 
ment standards 


Which would you rather 
have’? A known controlable 
process or an unknown one 
that. will come back to bedevil 
someone in the future. 

There are also studies under- 
way to utilize the incinerator 
ash as products for highway 
construction and building 
materials as this can virtually 
eliminate the need for landfills 
except for emergency 
situations. 


Another comment on. the 
present recycling proposed is 
that the highly touted provin- 
cial government subsidy is not 
a never ending thing. After five 
pears the municipalities will 

responsible totally for costs 
incurred, about the time equip- 
ment and so forth start to wear 
out. 

If you are concerned about 
the environment, I encourage 
you to look below the surface of 
what is being said. As well, 
take into consideration the 
long term costs and ramifica- 
tions of the methods presently 
being promoted.

Services report 


As chaiman of the Joint 


- Social Services Committee, I 


am pleased to report that the 
various social programs 
offered through the Hastings 
County Social Services Depart- 
ment are on target as we 
app ch the mid-way point of 
1989. In terms of program 
funding and service delivery, 
we have been able to achieve 
the objectives identified at the 
begins of the sie which 
include a balanced et: the 
transfer of long-term clients to 
rovincial and federal disabili- 
y programs; and the ongoing 
placement of employanre 
clients back into the work 


force. 

Recently, John Sweeney, the 
Ontario’s Minister of Commun- 
ity and Social Services 


announced that $415 million 
would be allocated in sweeping 
reforms to,social assistance 
Pore across the province. 

he committee welcomes 
these reforms which will 
ensure that more adequate 
allowances are paid to persons 
requiring social assistance 
while at the same time ensur- 
ing that major incentives are 
put in place to assist peorte in 
moving towards independence 
from welfare by wey of 
employment. Understandably, 


- these reforms will have a 


negative financial impact on 
municipal budgets in the short 
run, however, it is anticipated 


‘that these and other planned 


reforms will eventually lead to 
lower program costs in the 
long run as more people are 
assisted in moving from depen- 
dency on social assistance 
towards self-reliance. Poverty 
in Ontario is unacceptable, 
iven our strong economic 
fae and we applaud these 
timely initiatives. 

Locally, we>are in good 
shape as caseload levels 
continue their decline. Our 
May caseload statistics were 
down 3% from: 1988 and 20% 
from 1987. This is largely due 
to a more pro-active approach 
in caseload management at the 
local level as well as the strong 
economic growth being exper- 


ienced across Ontario. 
Plans are getting underway 
now to commence the 


construction of new office 
facifities for the - Social 
Services Department which 
will allow us to carry out our 
os am activities more effec- 
ively. We envision a facility 
which will be sensitive to the 
nature of the services we 
provide and an atmosphere 
which recognizes the commit- 
ment of our staff in providing 
these services. 

_In summary, | look forward 
to working on this committee 
eld e ave play hh 
important part in shaping the 
direction of Novia Rerutnes 
throughout Hastings County, 
the City of Belleville and the 
City of Trenton.
